Vitrified Forts. 


Vitrified forts, or rather their re- 
mains, have a peculiar fascination in 
them both for the learned and the un- 
learned. Thie result of the examinua- 
tion of some of the materials of tie 
vetrified fort of the picture-que hill or 
mountain called Craig Pnaurick,over- 
looking Laverness, Scotland, just bo- 
yond the Caledonian canal, sud those 
of a like sort of Harrismannsvillerott, 
in upper Alsace, have formed the sub- 
ject of a paper read befyre the French 
Academy of Science on April 25ch. 
The author, M. Daubree, said that, 
like the fort in France, the one on 
Craig Phadrick must have undergove 
heat enough for the mica in the struc- 
ture to have «ii entirely, and 
sufficient “partialiy to fuse the feld- 

The miserals produce at the 
expense of the destruction of the mica 
aud feldspar afforded evident instances 
of similanty. The Alsace tort »ppear- 
ed to have been composed of brown por- 
phyry, but the crystalliue products 
ot the applied heat were the same as 
the Inverness fort. As to the method 
of construction and vitrification of 
these struogholds, the author iuclines 
to the belief that the talent necessary 
was not simultaneously devel ped iu 
the different countries, but must have 
been transp-red frum one to the 
other. M. Daubree ha- evidently ot 
quite disclosed the mystery of these 
furts, and a great deal yet has to be 
metaphorically aud actually unearthed 
regarding thew.— Chicago Times.
